Members Believe Bankers ond Brokers 
Should Co-operate More; Margins V ital

see the Los Angeles Stock Exchange assume the dominant position in 
the West. These men take the stand that the exchange has about 
reached the limits of its growth in the class of the smaller organized 
markets. Further expansion, they maintain, can only materialize as 
the money and security markets are brought into close working re- 
lationship through the medium of a call-money plan of operation. 


In other words, the brokers, as 
President Frank H. Pettingell of 
the exchange phrases it, believe 


there should be “a more sympa- 
thetic understanding between the 
bankers and the stock exchange 
firms.” The banks have not taken 
a great deal of interest in loans on 
local securities, and have not en- 
tered whole-heartedly into the 
financing ot margin transactions, 
which form an essential part of 
metropolitan stock exchange ac- 
‘tivity. The present size of the 
market is due almost entirely to 
the willingness of individuals to 
buy securities in full. Only a few 
brokers with private resurces of 
some have been able to carry 
their customers on margin, be- 
cause of the tendency of the bank- 
ers to accord about as much im- 
rtance to the credit rating of the 
broker as to the character of the 
security. 


MARGIN LOANS RESTRICTED

Foreign Speculative | 


Use of Production Figures 
in Pounds Protested .

Copper has made a steady move 
upward during the past week and 
is now quoted at 131-2 to 13 5-8 ' 
cents, with the demand reported 
as good.

It 
shows the world copper production 
for the first nine months of 1924 
to have averaged about 7500 tons 
a month less than world consump- 
tion. The total production, ac- 
cordi to this bureau, amounted 
‘to 1,082,609 tons of copper in the 
first nine months of this year, or 
an average of about 120,000 tons 
monthly. No consumptior figures 
are giveh except an estimate of 
around 127,000 tons monthly as 
drawn from exports and domestic 
‘dcliveries. together with certain 
other information avallable and 
collected. If these figures are de- 
pendable, it means that world con- 
sumption of copper in 1924 will 
. be slightly over 1,500,000 tons; 
| com with 1,384, 000 tons in 
11923 end a war peak of 1,632,000 
tons.
